Automcbile accidents in~ Up- 
land are increasing—and not de- 
creasing. 

During the first three months 
of 1935 a total of 23 automobile 
accidents have occurred within 
the Upland city limits. During 
January, February and March 
of last year 18 crashes were re- 
ported. During last month 11 
accidents were reported, this be- 
ign the most in any one month 
for at least a year. 

Police and cther public offic- 
ials are cooperating with the 
state highway patrol in seeking 
to reduce the number of crashes. 
Wherever possible, talks are giv- 
en by patrolmen on the import- 
ance of the general public coop- 
erating. Careful driving on the 
part of everyone is urged. 

“Two little girls were 
in an accident the other day,” 
George Stinson, highway patrol- 
man, said in a talk here las 
week. “A brother of the girls 
clung to his mother and tried to 
console her. They were in an 
automobile that was struck by 
a motorist who failed to observe 
a ‘stop’ sign. Some distance

|away from the two lifeless girls 


and the grief-stricken mother 

was the motorist, pacing up and 
down the pavement as he waited 
the arrival of the police. He 
was thinking of what the law 
would do to him. 

“The only trouble with that 
fellow is that he didn’t start to 
think scon enough. He wasn’t 
gcing any place in particular, 
put he was in too much of a 
hurry to bother about a stop 
sign.” 

Mr. Stinson pointed out that 
stop signs are located for a pur- 
pose and he urged all motorists 
to observe them and to cooper- 
ate in preventing injuries and 
loss of life in accidents.
